THREE OTHERS HURT 


DURING MELEE 


Thirty Disturbers Arrested 
After Police on Horses 
and Motor-Cycles Charge 
Crowd.

CHICAGO, March 12. — Three 
policemen were shot, 30 demon- 
strators were arrested and traffic 
on Michigan boulevard was de- 
moralized for hours today by a 
Communist protest meeting in 
front of the Japanese consulate 
against the fighting in China. The 
Consul’s office,is. in the Tribune 
Tower. ‘The Wrigley building is 
across the street. ° 
It was broken up by 200 police 
on foot. on horseback, on motor- 
eycles and in automobiles who 
used billies and rubber hose in- 
stead of pistols. 
Even after the police had ar- 
rested many Communists, driven 
off the rest and forced the curious 
crowd to move on, several hours 
were required to straighten out 
traffic. 
Among the 30 persons arrested 
for unlawful assembly, rioting and 
digorderly conduct was Stephen 
Chuck from whose hand police 
wrested a revolver as he fired the 
last of seven shots. Chuck wound- 
ed Sergti Charles Kiefer and Po- 
licemen Ray Eddy and; Frank 
Breslin. Eddy is dangerously hurt. 
Patrolman John Fogarty was 
cut and bruised in the fighting. 
Mrs. Anna Rejba, 38 years old, and 
her son, Edward, 17, suffered flesh 
wounds, apparently from bullets 
richocheting off the walk or the 
stone walls of buildings. 
The three policemen were shot 
five times in all. Spectators said 
they were standing in front of a 
‘Wrigley building restaurant when 
the crowd attacked. 
Chuck said he was a recent emi- 
grant from Canada, out of a job. 
Police said he would be charged 
with assault with intent to commit 
murder. 
Japanese Consul Yoshio Muto. 
was escorted to a downtown hotel 
by police before the disturbance 
began, Later he issued a statement 
expressing thanks to the officers, 
“remorse and sympathy” for the 
wounded officers, and “hope that 
the disturbance in China will be 
settled soon.” 
Communist headquarters twice 
applied last week for a license to 
hold the protest meeting but was 
refused. Yesterday it sent out word 
of the time and place of their dem. 
onstration, 

A dozen mounted policemen were 
stationed at Ohio street to the 
north, Motorcycle squads, théir en- 
gines idling, and squads of patrol- 
men waited nearby. 

As the Communists neared the 
Tribune tower they raised banners 
denouncing Japan for “imperialistic 
attacks’’ on China. 

Several of them grabbed the bil- 
lies of the police and the attack was 
on. The mounted officers and mo- 
tor cycle police rode steeds into the 
crowd, swinging short lengths of 
rubber hose. 

The .police finally split the mob 
into two sections, driving them to 
the north and the south. 


6000 March in Cortege of Four

In 1913 he formed the Amalgamat- 
ed Match Factories, including one- 
third of the Swedish match com- 
panies. 
From then Kreuger was a lead- 
er in the Swedish match industry. 
He brought about its fina] con- 
sOlidation into the Swedish Match 
Co. Its capital within 10 years in- 
creased from 45,000,000 krone to 
366,000,000 krone. 
Kreuger & Toll became a vast 
organization with 90 manufactur. 
ing plants in various parts of the 
world outside Sweden and with a 
controlling interest in the leading 
match concerns of nearly a dozen 
countries in’ Europe, America and 
Japan. : 
The International Match Cor- 
poration was floated in 1923 with 
a capital of $77,000,000 and took 
over the bulk of the Swedish Match 
Co.’s foreign interests and assets.’ 
It became a foremost American in- 
dustrial concern, but Kreuger never 
allowed the contro! to pass out of 
his hands. 
Worldwide monopoly was his aim 
in 1917 when he began amalgamat- 
ing the leading Swedish match 
companies. To overcome political 
obstacles in the various countries 
he and his associates made ar- 
rangements on a basis of coimbin- 
ing state loans with the monopo- 
lies. 

The countries. conferred upon 
Kreuger for a certain period, gen- 
erally 35 years, sole rights to man- 
ufacture and sell matches and 
Kreuger guaranteed the govern- 
ment a certain share of the profit. 
Poland, Greece, Germany, Peru, 
Ecuador, Esthonia, Latvia, Hun- 
gary, Jugo-Slavia, Rumania, Bo- 
livia, Guatemala, Danzig and 
Lithuania were states -in which 
such monopolies were ‘obtained. 
Kreuger lent France $75,000,000 
and Germany $125,000,000. His 
large lending capacity was attrib. 
uted to his ability, in return for 
satisfactory securities, to negotiate 
the money at a lower rate than 
could the governments concerned.

Along Route Lined by 500,000

Greatest Tribute to Civilian Since Visit of 
Woodrow Wilson Paid to ‘Apostle of Peace’ 
—Many Notables at Funeral. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, March 12.—The world 
and his homeland paid final tribut< 
today to Aristide Briand. Half a 
million persons lined the streets 
of Paris as his body was borne 
from ther Foreign Office, over 
which he presided so many years, 
to Passy Cemetery. 

Because Briand was the “afostle 
of peace,” he was accorded a peace- 
lover's funeral. Instead of the 
usual gun carriage an ordinary 
horse-drawn coach bore him to his 
grave, and the part played by the 
military arm of the nation was cut 
to the minimum. 

In a funeral oration at the For- 
eign Office Premier Tardieu called 
Briand the “prince of orators.” At 
his funeral he received the last ap- 
plause of his people: The 500,000 
massed the length of the Champs 
Elysees, stood bare-headed and 
watched the hearse go slowly by: 
At the end of the cortege a delega- 
tion of war' veterans displayed a 
placard on which was inscribed 
Briand’s famous utterance welcom.- 
ing Germany into the League of 
Nations: “Away with cannon and 
guns!” That phrase caught the 
imagination of the throng. * 

Placard Brings Applausc. 

At first timorously and _ then 
wholeheartedly,.men, women and 
children clapped their hands. It 
was to the sound of that spontane- 
ously popular approval of his striv- 
ing for peace that Briand passed 
from the Paris stage as slowly and 
majestically as he used to descend 
from the rostrum of the Chamber 
of Deputies or the League of Na- 
tions Assembly after one of his 
oratorical triumphs, 

For comparable popular homage 
to a civilian Paris must go back to 
Woodrow Wiléon’s triumphal entry 
in December, 1918. 

Although the Army in a brief 
put impressive march past his cof- 


‘fin at the Foreign Office, honored 


the Premier wio defended Verdun 


and who organized ‘the Salonika 
expendition, it was the common 
people who formed the procession 
that followed Briand to the grav. 


His funeral day was marked by 
aonther signal step toward the 
peace for which he strove. Just 


Tardieu, his successor as Foreign 
Minister, announced that he and 
Sir John Simon, British Foreign 
Secretary, had reached a working 
agreement by which France and 
Great Britain will co-operate to 
soften the political rivalries of Eu- 
rope and to speed the continent's 
economic revival. : 

“That is the’finest flower that 
could be laid upon his tomb,” said 
one of Bfiand’s intimates. 

Notables at Funeral. 

The funeral ceremony was held 
in the foreign office and it was at- 
tended by President Doumer and 
all high Government officials as 
well as the representatives of al- 
most 60 nations. 

When the presidentjal party, es- 
corted by Republican guards in full 
uniforms and with drawn sabers, 
arrived-in the Foreign Office the 
tribunes already were filled with 
official guests. Judges of the high 
courts were in their red robes and 
diplomats in full dress with dec- 
orations. 

Buglers sounded a call and then 
the “Marseillaise” was played—and 
thousands of people, from’ Paris 
and from all France, massed along 
the Quai D’Orsay uncovered at the 
sound of the anthem. ‘

which the forces now opposing the 
venerable Field Marshal tried to 
seize power. ~~ 
The election will take place ex; 
actly two years after President von 
Hindenburg signed the Young plan. 
His signature to that doctment, 
which continued the payment of 
war reparations, is one of the items 
in his record on which Hitler's 
Fascists have centered their at- 
tacks during the bitter election 
campaign. 
Although five candidates are 
running, the real fight is between 
Von Hindenburg and Hitler. Sig- 
nificance attaches to the candida- 
cies of Theodore Duesterberg, 'Na- 
tionalist, and Ernst Thaelmann, 
‘Communist, only because they may 
get votes enough to prevent a de- 
cision on the first ballot, thus re- 
quiring the holding of a -second 
election in April. 
Gustav Winter, now in jail, is 
running on a platform calling for 
r.valuation of the  preinflation 
mark, but his candidacy is consid- 
ered a joke. 
All German men and women who 
have completed their twentieth 
year may vote in the presidential 
election. Their number is estimat- 
ed at 44,000,000 and it is expected 
that 80 per cent, or 35,200,000, will 
vote. ’ 

One-half the total poll is suf- 
fiicent for election. On the basis 
of the estimates, this would amount 
to 17,600,000 votes needed by the 
winner. If none of the four can- 
didates gets half the total, a second 
ballot will be held on April 10. In 
that election a plurality by any can- 
didate is sufficient. 

The polling places are open from 
8 a. m. to 5 p. m. 

The issues. are relatively simple. 
President Hindenburg announced 
his platferm in these terse terms: 
“Liberty and equality for Germany 
abroad; unity and revival at home.” 
Those with him support the Re- 
publican state as it rose from the 
ashes of monarchy. They indorse 
his thesis that Germany can re- 
gain its place only by patient labor 
and peace. They believe a policy 
of international] conciliation is bet- 
ter than the mailed fist. They know 
tht the octogenarian Field Mar- 
shal who served Germany in three 
wars has no more ardent wish than 
to see peace at home and abroad. 
Hitler’s platform was summed 
up by his right-hand man, Joseph 
Goebbels, on the opening night of 
the campaign: “Everything, yes, 
everything, must be changed in 
Germany.” Hitler makes no secret 
of the fact that, if he attains power 
by legal means, he intends to throw

Motor critics without exception 
have commented favorably on the 
materially increased valués in the 
1932 automobiles. They have 
proven that never before has the 
industry offered so much per dol- 
lar in appearance, quality and per- 
formance. 

A catalogue of 1922 and a com- 
parison of its car description with 
one of 1932 furnishes evidence that 
the industry has advanced far in 
the past 10 years. 

The old catalogue 
merits of the four-cylinder Olds- 
mobile of 1922—one of the most

It has also been demonstrated 
that the proportion of the labor cost 
to the total cost of the product is 
greater in a number of the non- 
protected industries, such as the 
manufacture of typewriters, than 
the average proportion for all in- 
dustry. The typewriter industry, 
which has been without protection 
since 1913, had a payroll, a few 
years ago, amounting to 47.6 per 
cent of the value of its product, as 
against an average of 23.1 per cent 
for industry in general. 


Significant Shoe Figures. 


The same was true of the shoe 
industry. Its wage bill at the time 
of the study amounted to 30 per 
cent of the value of the product, or 
nearly 7 per cent more than the av- 
erage for all industry. Yet it had 
no protection, needed none, and, 
so far as its leaders were.con- 
cerned, wanted none. All that they 
asked was that hides be retained 
on the free list. They were inter- 
ested in keeping down tariff bar- 
riers everywhere, so that American 
shoes might ‘continue to go into 
the markets of the world. The ex- 
perience of the shoe industry, with 
its general well-being, its American 
wage scale and its higher-than-av- 
erage proportion of labor cost to 
the cost of the product, was an- 
other refutation of.the claim that 
high tariffs are needed to produce 
high wages. 

What happened in connection 
with shoes is typical of the way 
in which the Hawley-Smoot bill 
Was drawn up. The large St. Louis 
manufacturers. asking for a con- 
tinuation of the free hides and 
free shoes policy, protested that a 
tariff on shoes would raise the 
footwear bill of the United States 
by $150,000,000 a year. Figures 
were presented showing that the 


om 


‘imports of shoes were less than 1 


per cent of the domestic production 
and were exceeded by the exports. 

The committee that drafted the 
bill preferred to listen to Eastern 
“specialty” manufacturers who 
wanted protection against the drib- 
ble of competitive imports, prin- 
cipally of women’s shoes from 
Czecho-Slovakia. Also, it listened 
to the Western demand for a tar- 
iff on hides. It took both hides 
and shoes off the free list and 
granted a duty of 10 per cent on 
the former and a “compensatory” 
duty of 20 per cent on the latter. 
If the farmer got any benefit 
from the duty on hides—and a rep- 
resentative of the Farm Bureau 
Federation testified it would be 
very small—it was offset by the 
duty on shoes. The Rawleigh Tariff 
Bureau estimated: that a duty of 
41-3 per cent on shoes, or less than 
one-fourth of the rate provided, 
would have been adequate to equal- 
ize the 10 per cent on hides. 


An Excess of Protection. 


Figures were presented to the 
framers of the Hawley-Smoot bill 
showing that in the case of virtual- 
ly all manufactured pr@ducts not 
on the free list, the percentage of 
ad valorem rates already in force, 
under the Fordney act, exceeded 
the percentage of labor cost in the 
product. This meant, as stated by 
former Tariff Commissioner Lewis, 
that the American manufacturers 
taken care of by the ta “not 
only in cases where the reign 
competitor pays the so-called 
“pauper” wages, but even in cases 
where the foreign manufacturer 
might be fortunate enough to es- 
cape the payment of wages at all!” 

Benjamin M. Anderson, econo- 
mist of the Chase National Bank of 
New York and a former professor 
of economics at Harvard, has writ- 
ten: 

“There are those who fear the 
lowering of the tariffs because 
they .belleve that the American 
standard of life is dependent, upon 
the tariffs, and particularly be- 
cause they believe that high tar- 
iffs make high wages. This doc- 
trine has very little standing 
among economists. Wages do not 
depend upon tariffs, and standards 
of life do not depend upon tariffs. 
Wages depend upon the produc- 
tivity of labor per man, and the 
productivity of labor per man de- 
pends, other things equal, upon 
the abundance or scarcity of the 
land and capital with which labor 
works. .. - 

“American labor has nothing to 
fear and everything to gain, by 
and large, from a lowering of the

cent. Why is this? For the sim- 
ple reason that when a product is 
on an export basis—that is, when 
the quantity produced greatly ex- 
ceeds the amount required at home 
—the price cannot be appreciably 
increased by a tariff. The price 
tends to be fixed in the world mar- 
ket. That is a fundamental eco- 
nomic principle, and no amount of 
tariff tinkering can defeat it. 


Farmer Not Protected. 


Two other less obvious principles 
were stated by University of Wis- 
consin economists who made 2 
survey of the agricultural sched- 
ules during the debate, over the 
Hawley-Smoot bill. Their studies, 
they said, established the facts 
(1) that even when a commodity 
is not on an export basis, if the 
imports are so small as to be neg- 
ligible, the exclusion of such small 
imports by higher tariffs will have 
no appreciable effect on the price, 
and (2) that where the domestic 
output of qa farm product may be 
readily expanded, the effect of the 
exclusion ‘of imports on price will 
be only temporary, unless both 
production and prices are more 
closely controlled than is cus- 
tomary with farm products. 

Leaving abstractions aside, we 
come to the concrete finding of 
these economists that the Hawley- 
Smoot farm schedules gave no 
benefit whatever to the producers 
of $10,000,000,000 worth of com- 
modities (1928 prices); that on 
another $3,000,000,000 worth the 
benefit was partial and probably 
temporary, and that the full bene-

Manifestly, the 
stockholders in the protected indus- 
tries. Now there is a widespread 
misconception as to the number of 
stockholders in the United States. 
When the market was booming, e8- 
timates of the number ran as high 
as 15,000,000. Everybody, it was 
said, was “in the market.” A great 
deal was published about the wide 
diffusion of stock ownership in the 
great corporations. 

The Post-Dispatch published an 
article in October, 1929, which 
showed the number of individual 
stockholders to be much smaller 
than commonly believed. Andrew 
W. Mellon, then Secretary of the 
Treasury, estimated it at about 3,- 
000,000, and the late Joseph S. Mc- 
Coy, actuary of the Treasury and 
the best possible authority, said 
that the corporations were owned 
by about 2.848,000 persons. The 
larger estimates, he pointed out, 
failed to take into account of the 
fact that the average investor in 
stocks has two or three or more 
securities. Later, on the basis of 
newer corporation reports, McCoy 
revised his estimate upward to 3,- 
300,000.

Under 
this deadly policy trade among na- 
tions has been whittled down to the 
very minimum, and the British ac- 
tion will drive it still lower.” 
International trade has fallen to 
the level of 20 years ago. Its ag-

But let us assume that real 
gains accrue to 7,200,000 workers 
(wage earners in manufacturing, 
farming and mining) as the Post-

This estimate is liberal. Let us 
say further, that as many as 500,- 
900 stockholders in protected in- 
dustries are benefited. We the 
get a total of 7,700,006 perso 
who conceivably derive some bene- 
fits from the tariff. ‘They repre- 
sent about 6 per cent of the popu- 
lation. 

“Conceivably” this is the number 
of tariff beneficiaries. The evidénce 
on which this article is based points 
to the conclusion that the number 
is actually much smaller; that it is 
limited, in fact, almost wholly to 
those who get dividends from pro- 
tected industries. In any event, the 
tariff benefits a very few at the ex- 
pense of the many.

Aid to Over-Expansion. 

By contributing directly to the 
Over-expansion of industry, the 
tariff helped to bring on the col- 
lapse of 1929. That is to say, the 
tariff threw great profits into the 
hands of its beneficiaries, and the 
reinvestment of these profits was 
a factor in increasing the produc- 
tive capacity of the machine. For a 
while, the machine was kept going 
full speed to satisfy demands from 
Europe, made possible by our lend- 
ing to Europe, and the artificiai 
home demand created by “frantic” 
advertising, time-payment schemes 
and the other devices of the new 
high-powered salesmanship. Then 
the dollars ceased flowing to Eu- 
rope, and Europe stopped buying; 
the extension of credit at home 
likewise reached its limit. Then 
came the crash. The Post-Dispatch 
has discussed these matters in its 
article on “The Country’s Plight.” 

By reducing the profits of agri- 
culture and increasing the profits 
of manufacturing industries, the 
tariff hag driven workers from the 
country to the city, thereby helping 
to create urban congestion with all 
its attendant problems and _ evils. 
The tariff mu:t bear its share of 
the blame for the “rot,” as some 
observers have called it, in our 
modern American life.

The tariff in effect is a sales tax. 
It is a tax or consumption and not 
on capacity to pay. Economists 
generally agree that a levy on 
sales is the most inequitable form 
of taxation ever devised. 

A tariff on only one commodity, 
if it enters widely into the produc. 
tion of other things, is in the nature 
of a general sales tax. The tariff 
on steel, for example, may be re- 
flected in the price of hundreds of 
products in which steel is used. 
Always Too High. 

By shutting off foreign competi- 
tion, the protective tariff helps to 
breed monopoly and price-fixing. 
Senator Norris succeeded in get- 
ting into the Senate draft of the 
Hawley-Smoot bill an anti-monopo- 
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ly clause, providing that if the pro- 
ducers of a protected product com- 
bined to fix pfices, the tariff on 
that product should be suspended. | 
The provision was stricken out in 
conference. 

Our tariff rates are supposed to 
be set at a figure that will equalize 
production costs here and abroad. 
But that principle is very largely 
camouflage. It has never deterred 
the tariff makers when they have 
desired to establish an embargo 
against a foreign product. More- 
over, as former members of the 
Tariff Commission will testify, and 
as the record shows, the tendency 
in that so-called “scientific, fact- 
finding” body is to make cost 
comparisons on the basis of high- 
cost production in the United 
States. This means that when a 
rate actually is fixed so as to cover 
the difference between domestic 
und foreign costs of producing a 
given article, it is likely to be fixed 
at a level which will give a profit 
to the high-cost producer, who, 
perhaps, should not be in the busi- 
ness at all, and an excessive profit 
to the efficient low-cost producer. 

One final point. The tariff law 
is filled with catch-all clauses for 
various classes of commodities. If 
a given article falls within y one 
of these provisions, it pays the rate 
fixed for the whole class. The re- 
sult is that our tariff puts a sales 
tax on thousands of articles that 
are produced in this country either 
in infinitesimal quantity or not at

XI—No Tariffs Now Justified on Goods No 


Produced Here. 


W HAT should be our tariff pol- 
icy? 

This article does not at- 
tempt to argue that we should go 
upon a free-trade basis.

Ready to Make Loans, When 


Secured for Distribution to 
Depositors, Dawes Says. 


- 
By the Aesociated Press. 

WASHINGTON March 12.—The 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion today announced itself “ready 
and willing’ to make loans for dis- 
tribution among depositors of 
close state banks wherever the 
liquidating agent has thé legal au- 
thority to pledge: assets as secur- 
ity. 

Charles G. Dawes, president of 
the corporation, made the state- 
ment in replying to a letter from 
Senator Brookhart (Rep.) Iowa, 
asking the prospects for loans to 
such institutions in his state. 

Under the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation act, $200,000,000 
was set aside for loans to closed 
banks, The Dawes letter indicated 
that the corporation is not only pre- 
pared to receivé applications but is 
eager to provide this form of relief 
as promptly as possible. 

Senator Brookhart was advised 
to urge the Banking Commissioner 
of his state to apply, the Iowa Alt- 
torney-General’ having 


The Dawes letter said “this of- 
fice has been notified py the State 
Banking Commissioner of your 
good state that according to the 
opinion of the Attorney-General he 
ean, in his capacity, borrow from 


assets for the purpose of distribut- 
ing dividends to depositors of 
closed banks. This authority, how- 
ever, is subject to the approval of 
the court having jurisdiction. 

“This corporation is ready and 
willing to recognize applications 
from liquidating agents of all closed 
state banks where the liquidating 
gaent has the legal authority to 
pledge assets in order to borrow 
money. It would seem advisable 
that since the Attorney-General of 
the State of Iowa is of the opinion 
that your State Banking Commis- 
sioned can legally qualify, that every 
effort should be made to encour- 
age him to make application to this 
corporation for loans, the proceeds 
of which would benefit the deposi- 
tors of the closed state banks.”

nations must rely on their own 
armaments; since evidently if any 
powerful member of the League 
chooses to attack its neighbor, the 
other members will wriggle out of 
their solemn pledges and find pre- 
texts for doing nothing. The at- 
tacked nation must defend itself or 
De overrun and dismembered. It 
must pin its faith on munitions of 
war and military alliances. The 
whole case for disarmament has re- 
celved a staggering blow. 

For America and Europe the re- 
sults of this affair are likely to be 
most unfortunate. In the eyes of 
China, our prestige disappears 
with our failure to answer her ap- 
peals or follow up our protests 
against Japan’s conduct. 

From a commercial standpoint 
the effects of this will be deplora- | 
ble. China, an immense country 
with 400,000,000 inhabitants, of- 
fers a gigantic market with huge 
possibilities, whereas Japan has 
already become the industrial rival 
in the Pacific of the United States 
and European manufacturers. 

The friendship of China would 
have been worth winning. By our 
supine conduct we have forfeited 
all claim to it. 

Whit does Japan stand to gain? 

She is a closely populated coun- 
try with growing manufactures 
and it is natural that she should 
begin to cast around for fresh out- 
lets for her goods, fresh sources for 
her requirements, territories for 
her surplus population to colonize. 

In Manchuria she might be able 
to gain these. Yet, although ashe 
has for years had the freedom to 
colonize in Manchuria and trade 
there, it is a remarkable fact that 
very few Japanese have taken ad- 
vantage of their opportunity.

“There's no protection out 
there in a ball game,” Starr ex- 
plained, after telling Coach 
Wares he didn’t want the canvas 
tn place.

Dur- 
ing a ball game a pitcher has to 
protect himself against drives hit 
back through the box. But when 
he pitches with protection he gets 
careless and when he gets into a 
game and somebody hits one 
back at him, he gets hit in the 
foot or on the arm. Why? Be- 
cause he’s accustomed to letting 
the net or canvas protect him. It 
also is easy to get into the habit 
of stepping to one side, which is 
very bad. 

“Last season we lost a couple 
of games on account of the pitch- 
ers’ carelessness. We were play- 
ing one extra inning game, with 
the score tied, and a batter hit 
one back at one of our pitchers 
and the hurler stepped to one 
side. He could have made the 
stop easily, but he had formed 
the habit of disregarding balls 
hit back at the box and that one 
went through and over second 
base and we lost the game. 

“A pitcher has to learn to fol- 
low throurh and be in position to 
field, but you can’t do that if 
you do all your batting practice 
pitching behind a protective 
screen. Some pitchers, of course, 
may prefer the protection, but I 
want to be alert ae at! times and 
T also want as much practice as 
I can get at fielding grounders 
hit back at me. It may help me 
to win an occasional close game 
if I can field my position.”

HE French police, long 
noted for the _ elaborate 
technology employed in 
their pursuit of criminals. 
have a new weapon in 
their scientific armory. It 
is a process for reproduc- 
ing finger prints which is hailed as an important ad- 
vance in the field of identification. By the new method, 
prints left on any smooth surface can be recorded more 
qu.ckly, more easilf and more accurately, it is reported, 
than by any of the older devices. One of the principal 
advantages of the process is that it makes photograph- 
ing of prints unnecessary. 

Dr. Leung of the technical laboratories of the Lyons Police 
Department is the inventor of the new process. It is un- 
derstood that all the police departments of France will adopt 
it, and the inventor thinks its use will soon spread throughout 
the world. 

Since finger prints have come to be generally regarded as 
conclusive evidence of identity, they have been eagerly sought 
as clews to the solution of crimes. One of the first things

Lyons, France, Police Executive Invents Syst: 


That Eliminates Photography.

BAAS HROUGH a voca- 
ee tee tional rehabilita- 
tion program, in 
which the Red 
Cross and the Re- 
habilitation Depart- 
ment of the United 
States Government 
are co-oper&#ting, R () 
residents of St. 
Louis, handicapped by various types of 
physical disability, were trained for 
jobs and placed in remunerative oc- 
cupations in 1931. 

These persons include professional, 
semi-professional, trades and clerical 
workers who, except for this vocation- 
al training, might now be numbered 
among the unemployed, or even among 
the inmates of charitable institutions. 
Thirty-nine occupations are represent- 
ed in this new group of wage earners 
nud 17 different types of physical in- 
firmities are represented in the list of 
handicaps they were enabled to sur- 
mount. Among the 80 were persons 


unqualified for specialized work and 
disqualified for most occupations by 
such handicaps as deafness, heart dis- 
ease, diabetes, defective sight, ampu- 
tation and the after effects of infan- 
tile paralysis or tuberculosis. Special 
instruction, provided without cost to 
them, equipped them to fill positions 
in such fields as bookkeeping, stenog- 
raphy, dental mechanics, optical me 
chanics, shoe repairing, watch repair- 
ing, photo-engraving, electrical refrig- 
eration, welding, show-card writing 
and many others. Their rehabilitation 
was achieved at a cost of $10,000, in 
which the Red Cross and the Govern- 
ment shared equally. 

This rehabilitation program in St. 
Louis was begun on January 1 of last 
year, the city and St. Louis County 
availing themselves of Federal aid aft- 
er several attempts had been made to 
put through a state-wide rehabilitation 
program. 

Missouri is one of four. states 
in the Union which have not ace- 
cepted the Government's offer to 
match local funds with an_ equal 
amount of Federal funds for vocation- 
al training of handicapped persons. As 
matters now stand, the $29,000 a year 
which Missouri might have is being 
apportioned among other states which 
do carry on these vocational  pro- 
grams. 

For several years St. Louis had 
looked forward to adoption of such a 
program by the entire State, but when 
it appeared that it would not be pos- 
sible to match the Federal fund, St. 
Louis and St. Louis County de- 
termined to attempt a program of 
their own, The local Red Cross, 
accordingly, put up $5000, which 
was immediately matched with $5000 
of Government § funds. Results of 
the first year’s work were so satis- 
factory that new appropriations were 
made for 1932, assuring the rehabilita- 
tion of another large group this year. 
The Red Cross Bureau for Handi- 
capped Persons, of which Mrs. Sidney 
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Schwab is chairman, directs the work.

Most persons come to the bureau 
with a more or less fixed idea of the 
occupations they want to pursue, but 
often these selections have to be 
changed because the person’s ambi- 
tions are too high or because of phys- 
ical or educational limitations. When 
possible a vocation is chosen which is 
in some way associated with the one 
the applicant desires to follow, but 
which will at the same time prove 
more practicable for him. For example, 
there was a case of a young woman, 
home bound, who wished to become a 
fashion designer. It was found 
that while she had 
ability, her talent 
was in no way un- 
usual. Moreover, 
account was taken 
of the fact that 
competition is keen 
in this field and it 
is necessary to 
make many outside 
contacts. So the 
designing of baby 
dresses was sug- 
gested as an alter- 
native, because in 
this field she 
showed real ability.

Of course, physical examinations are 
made and careful attention is given to 
the applicant's particular type of han- 
dicap before the occupation is select- 
ed. In fact, the occupation must, in 
many cases, be determined largely by 
this handicap. Sometimes psycho- 
metric tests are made when the appli- 
cant is in doubt about the occupation 
he wishes to take up or when the 
bureau needs more information re- 
garding his ability or talent. 


HE persons admitted to this 
vocational training are not al- 
ways those who have never 
learned any occupation previously. 
Very often persons who have worked 
for years and are skilled in one 
occupation suffer an accident or 
illness which completely’ incapaci- 
tates them for the work with which 
they are familiar. Having been ac- 
customed to independence, it is doub- 
ly distressing to them to be com- 
pelled to become public charges. These 
are people the bureau particularly de- 
sires to help. They have intelligence, 
ability and pride. If given a chance they 
will learn another trade or profession 
and go forward on their own power. 

A good example is the case of Vio- 
let Brauning. After graduation from 
high school, Miss Brauning took a 
course in stenography and believed 
that with this education she was fully 
equipped to earn her own living. In- 
deed, she probably would have been 
had she not contracted spinal menin- 
gitis, which left her totally deaf and 
incapacitated for further service as a 
stenographer.

His 
subjects have invariably expressed 
interest both in his collection and 
his photography. 

The collection opens appropri- 
ately with the autographed like- 
ness of Orville Wright, ‘‘Father of 
Aviation,”’ obtained during a visit 
of the aeronautical 
pioneer to St. Louis 
several years ago. 

Of a slightly later 
day in aviation de- 
velopment are Lin- 
coln Beachey, flash- 
ing comet of the 
skies, whose feats 
are still discussed;
